Special  Handler  Provisions; 

Pricing  and  pooling  provisions  of  Quad  Cities  order  do  not 
apply  to  a  handler  vrho  disposes  of  a  greater  portion  of  his 
milk  as  Class  I  in  another  marketing  area  subject  to  another 
Federal  order.
